With a 4-2 vote to accept the bal- 
lot issue, the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners, on May 
12, cleared the way for the Sheriff's 
Department to take their operating 
millage proposal to the public. 
Bretzke and Smock voted against 
the motion. 

Budget constraints have decreased 
the operating funds of local law 
enforcement to the extent that the 
night time road, marine and river 
patrols, and the animal control offi- 
cer, have all been discontinued until 
further notice. 

The cuts into the Sheriff’s budget 
were in excess of $370,000 for this 
year, and that amount was taken out 
prior to the current fiscal year end- 
ing September 30, 1998. 

Statistically, law enforcement is 
very costly. The salaries, benefits, 
equipment and training required to 
operate efficiently, are all factored 
into the budget needs of the depart- 
ment. 

In the case of Crawford County, it

operates a jail, had a 24-hour road 
patrol, and the county had no State 
Police presence assigned to its juris- 
diction, whereas most of the sur- 
rounding counties have a consider- 
able presence of State Police offi- 
cers. 

When a comparison to other coun- 
ties was taken into account by the 
county’s auditing team for purposes 
of establishing the 1998-99 budget, 
it was discovered that Crawford 
County’s law enforcement budget 
was 35 percent of the total budget. 

The team’s recommendation was 
to cut this to roughly 30 percent of 
the county’s budget. 

A five (5) percent cut was approx- 
imately $220,605, which was neces- 
sarily doubled, because the year was 
one half over and all the cuts were 
required to come in the last half of 
the year. 

There were several factors fed into 
the auditor’s overall equation, 
including: county law enforcement 
officers, number of State Police 
assigned to the area, and other 
police officers in the area, such as

city or private deputies. 

In speaking with. Sheriff David 
Lovely about the next step he and 
his department expects to take, he 
said, “We're forming a committee 
and getting some information 
together for some flyers.

High school improvement 
plans await day at the polls

With the school election date of 
June 8 fast approaching, Crawford 
AuSable Schools’ Superintendent 
Kent Reynolds is anxious to get the 
word out about the advantages of 
proposed improvements to Grayling 
High School. 

When the high school opened its 
doors in the fall of 1973, it was a 
state-of-the-art facility covering 
101,000 square feet. The improve- 
ments would add 57,000 square feet 
and 35,000 existing square feet 
would undergo remodeling. But, the 
improvements will only take place 
if, on June 8, voters are agreeable to 
a $13.9 million dollar bond issue. 

If approved by the voters, retire- 
ment of the bonds will require an 
additional 1.99 mills in debt retire- 
ment millage. This will cost the 
average taxpayer about $50 a year or 
about $1 a week. 

Besides additional square footage 
amd renovations, replacement of the 
heating ventilation and air condi- 
tioning systems would be complet- 
ed. 

Reynolds said the district is spend- 
ing $45,000 each year just to main- 
tain the obsolete equipment and to 
keep repairing the system, as well as 
the roof, would be less cost effective 
than to take care of the problems 


within the improvement and addi- 
tion plans.

Citizens question high pay, 
benefits of commissioners’

' The regular meetings of the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners lately have been 
very well attended — mostly by citi- 
zens with bones to pick or good 
points to make. 

The meeting on May 12 was not an 
exception. 

William Bonkowski HI, father of 
furloughed Crawford County road 
patrol deputy, William Bonkowski 
II], brought specifics to the meeting 
and presented them to a rather large 
audience of disgruntled citizens. 

“There are problems with the bud- 
get,” he began, “but I’ve been com- 
paring what this board of commis- 
sioners makes with that of Kalkaska 
County. They have seven members, 
and their meeting costs are $200 for 
members and $250 for the chair — 


that’s a total of $17,400 for 
Kalkaska. We have six — and our 
costs for meetings are $52,800. 

“You've cut the other departments 
deeply — why not the Board of 
Commissioners? Salaries, per diem 
and mileage for Kalkaska runs 
$33,200 — Crawford County pays 
$104,385 for the same thing. Why 
300 percent more? 

“The bottom line, as I see it,” said 
Bonkowski, “is that Kalkaska 
Commissioners do not have health 
insurance, longevity pay and retire- 
ment benefits — you all do. The 
salary of a Kalkaska Commissioner 
is $2,400 a year — you have salaries 
of $8,800.” 

Another citizen, Robert McIntosh, 
concurred with Bonkowski. 
“Personally, I believe that under 
these circumstances, you should sus- 
pend your per diem and mileage.” 


New science labs would help take 
curriculum into the 21st century.

An entirely new cafeteria with a 
larger kitchen and service area 
would be built where the rear circle 
drive is now located.

The girls would get their first real 
locker room to bring the school up to 
Federal Title IX standards and the 


wrestling team would no longer 
have to practice in the cafeteria. 


With the new athletic facilities and 
space, Grayling High School would 
be allowed to host Class B tourna- 
ments, a possible advantage for 
Grayling’s business climate. 

“The high school is ideally located. 
With the planned improvements, 
tournaments would be played here 
and that would bring more people to 
the area,” commented Reynolds.

workable contract between the 
counties and the courts. The cre- 
ation of a‘JACA, which will enable 
the decisions to be made more effi- 
ciently, and is a solution to eliminat- 
ing many ongoing problems and 
misunderstandings. 

When Kalkaska County attempted 


-to bail out of the pilot program in 


late April, it was primarily because 
of a lack of understanding as to the 
true nature of what’s really going to 
happen when the courts have been 
completely transformed. The coun- 
ties are expected to experience great 
cost savings, but some county offi- 
cials have yet to convince them- 
selves of that fact. 


Chief Judge Alton T. Davis, main 
arbiter for the court reorganization 
program said, “It’s not really a mat- 
ter of choice. Kalkaska County has 
no authority to pull out of the pilot, 
because it’s a Supreme Court pro- 
ject and not something the local 
courts put together.” 

Davis was given the main broker- 
ing task of creating and ensuring 
that separate but equal divisions 
within the groups of commissioners 
and the courts was made to-function. 
The counties wanted their roles in 
the matter defined and stabilized, 
and the JACA was meant to do just 
that. 


Success of the JACA will depend 
on how well the veto power works. 
The Administrative Council will 
consist of two to three commission- 
ers from each county and three to

five members of the courts. A 
majority must be reached on cach 
side to pass a resolution. 

An operational quorum is consid- 
ered two counties and one member 
of the court. According to Jack 
Crandall, Chief Court 
Administrator, proxy options will be 
used for both sides, But, Crandall 
said,“The parties, especially the 
commissioners, _ will want these 
proxy options spelled out.” 


He said further that the agreement 
should be mutual and, if an issue 


comes up, it may be taken back to 
the boards for review. 

Votes will not be expected on the 
spot, in many cases; until that 
review process has taken place. 

The day-to-day operations of the 
courts within the respective counties 
has apparently created an unreliable 
chain of information passing from 
one to the other.

Board will call in state auditors 
Wakeley named Chief Administrative Officer

When Auditor Richard Balderman 

from the State Treasury Department 
made a suggestion recently, the 
cormmissioners listened. Time was 
one elemént they do ‘not “have on 
their side,so' they acted upon: the:

He 
explained that a Chief 
Administrative Officer, when hired, 
would be responsible for budgets 
and budget processing, and would

to act as a county controller. 

“By state statute,” he said, “acting 
as county controller is not my 
responsibility.” 

The future plan to create the coun- 
ty controller position for the 1998- 
99. year-passed by: unanimous: vote. 
The county has been experiencing 
so much distress in delivering a bal- 
anced budget for the current year, 
that the prospects of passing yet 
another budget before year end on 
October 1, has been a nightmare for 
all involved in the process. 

Managing the county’s financial 
affairs has become too complex to 
be handled by a part-time commis- 
Sion, and it’s taken an outside audit- 
ing firm nearly two years to untan- 
gle what has accumulated over the 
last decade. 

Another motion passed was to

“Shall Crawford AuSable School 
District, Crawford, Otsego and 
Kalkaska Counties, Michigan, bor- 
row the sum not to exceed Thirteen 
Million Nine Hundred Thousand 
Dollars ($13,900,000) and issue its’ 
general obligation unlimited tax

Court and County clash 


Over hiring freeze issue

When the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners met dur- 
ing their May 12 Ways and Means 
meeting, the red flag went up when 
an appropriation for $500 in 
expenses for contract employee, 
Penny Shepherd, was submitted by 
the 46th Trial Court for payment. 

Shepherd was formerly Judge 
John Hunter’s Probate Registrar and 
also his court recorder. She has 
retired, but has been retained to 
serve as a court recorder on an as- 
needed basis for the 46th Judicial 
Trial Court, a pilot program incor- 
porating Kalkaska, Crawford and 
Otsego Counties within its jurisdic- 
tion. 

“The unchecked hiring by the 
courts without approval must stop,” 
said Commissioner Dennis Long. 
He then motioned that the board not 
pay Shepherd for contract services 
rendered to the court. “It is by law,” 
he said, “that a county board of 
commissioners, as budget controller 
of county funds, must review and 
approve all contracts for services.” 

Chief Judge for the court reform 
project, Alton T. Davis, disagrees. 
He said, “when the Legislature 
passed the Act creating the Family 
Court, they gave the court the 
responsibility of designating a judge 
to handle family law. That, in our 
opinion, usually falls to the Probate 
Court, and by agreement of the 


bench and a division of the work 
load, that puts all young people in 
front of the same judge. 

“It also, as a result, means more 
cases for Family Law Judge, John 
Hunter. What once was a part-time 
Probate docket is now full time, and 
he needs a recorder. Many of our 
employees serve in dual capacities, 
and Penny Shepherd was not only 
his probate registrar but his 
recorder, as well.” 


The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners has imposed a hir- 
ing ban on all employees, though 
the board removed it briefly in 
February of.this year to hire a confi- 
dential secretary. 


Commissioner Dennis Long said 
that due to the hiring freeze 
imposed by the board, “we should 
send a letter to the court reaffirming 
our position on the freeze.” He then 
moved that “we swing the dollars 
for this (the court) position to 911 so 
we can maintain minimal staffing 
service.” 


South Branch Commissioner, 
Bruce Bretzke agreed. “The timing 
on your motion is excellent. It 
would bring Central Dispatch back 
to its current level of operation 
without asking the citizens for a 300 
percent tax increase, even if we had 
to go to jail for opposing the judge’s 
order.” 


The “300 percent tax increase” to 
which Commissioner Bretzke 
refers, is the current ballot proposal 
that the county be allowed to assess 
an additional surcharge on local 
telephone line users. This would 
increase the supplemental funding 
for Central Dispatch - 911, if 
approved by voters in August, and it 
would raise the individual’s cost 
from .52 cents per month per phone 
line to $2.18 per month per phone 
line. 

Ways and Means chair Corlew 
said of the court employee in ques- 
tion: “This court position brought 


$76,000 into the General Fund last . 


year. This person is responsible for 
collections made possible by the 
court restructuring.” 

Corlew again asked that the rev- 
enue generating potential of the 
employee be examined, but Bretzke 
countered by saying: “If the judge 
doesn’t go along and spends the 
money anyway we’ ll go to the pros- 
ecutor’s office.” 


Bretzke also said, “this is possibly 
acriminal matter. Maybe we should 
turn (the court) over to the Attorney 
General’s office for a criminal 
investigation into the misappropria- 
tion of funds.” 

Commission chair John Hartman 
affirmed that possibility: ““We’ ve 
adopted a budget, and if they (the 
court) exceed that budget, we could 
go that route.” 


Forest Dunes developer files 
amended plan for entrance

At its regular meeting on April 6; 
the Crawford County Planning 
Commission held ‘a public hearing 
on the amended plan for the Forest 
Dunes golf and country club. The 
first phase of the development was 
granted final approval by the com- 
mission on August 6, 1997. 


Since that time, however, problems 
have arisen with regard to gaining 
entry through what was intended as 
the development’s main access 
road. The developer has revised the 
entry site, relocating it from Four 
Mile Road to South Ranch Road, 
off Chase Bridge Road. 


A review by South Pranch Fire 
Chief Mike Janisse has been made 
of the new plan, and he has stated, 
“Due to the revision, response time 
has been cut down. Our slowest 
truck can be there in 10 minutes,” 

The developer will install ten 

12,000-gallon underground _ fiber- 
glass tanks, so that the hydrants will 
be available on demand. 

Other revisions to the plan are 
‘removing the gasoline/fueling sta- 
tion from Phase I and increasing the 
lot sizes to 1/2 acre over the earlier 
plan of 1/3 acre. 

“When we had to alter the interior 
structure to accommodate the new 
entrance, in order to save some spe- 
cial ‘features, we thought, by 
increasing the lot sizes, the land- 
scape would be healthier,” said Tom 
Fous, Project Manager.

Similar elec- 
tion turmoil may arise in four years, 
when term limits hit the State 
Senate.

Does America measure up to France? 


As we return from another.trip to 
France, my thoughts turn to “whose 
ahead, France or the USA?” 

We live in the best country in the 
world, we feel, but after seeing 
some of the things there, we wonder 
if possibly we might have things a 
little different here. 

If you’ve 2er traveled French 
roads, both the autoroutes and coun- 
try roads, you’ll definitely notice a 
difference. Their’ roads, seemingly 
all black top, are very smooth. With 
speeds varying from above 70 to 

100+ on the autoroutes, where you. 


pay a hefty peage (toll) to the lane . 


and a-half roads, where two cars 
must very carefully pass without 
dropping into the ditches, there 
seem to be no bumps or potholes. 

New blacktopping in a very small 
village in Provence was six to eight 
inches in depth and a new road 
under construction looked >» be 
about three feet is depth where a, 
deep base would be put in before the 
blacktop. 

Along the autcroute to the south 
of France loomed a gigantic-new 
overpass for a new train line to the 
Mediterranean. Instead of abandon- 
ing their rail lines as we are doing, 
they are building new ones. The 
TGV from Paris to Geneva was an 
extremely smooth ride but we were 
unable to gauge the speed. The 
train was full as well as the stations 
being very busy places and in the 
heart of the cities where it is conve- 
nient for people. 

Many places are closed between 
hoon and two o’clock as they enjoy 
their lunches and dinner is usually 
at 7:30 p.m. In spite of the fact that 
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they consume‘a lot of wine and beer 
and dine late in the evening, we saw 
few obese people. Their food is 
delicious although on the pricey 
side, as is everything, but we 
attribute their slimness to the fact 
that they walk, walk, and walk, 
some more. 

In the cities, one sees people who 
seem to be hurrying everywhere, yet 
always seem to find time to enjoy a 
leisurely time in the restaurants and 
cafes and bistros. 

Their apartments in the cities are 
locked away behind huge doors and 
quick glimpses into secluded spots, 
show flowers and plants every- 
where they can find a little space. 
And the lace curtains! Though the 
buildings must be hundreas of years 
old and foot thick walls which may 
look shabby on the outside, the lace 
curtains are beautiful, giving a hint 
as to what may be on the inside. 

We were fortunate to have been 
befriended by a French chef in the 
southern village of Maussane and 
were treated to a look at the new 
restaurant that he was going to open 
in Le Paradou. We did not ask how 
old the building was that he was 
remodeling, but would guess at a 
couple of hundred years by the 
appearance on the outside. 

One does not judge the ‘book by 
its cover’ there as one would not 
believe the decor on the inside from 
outside appearances. Their build- 
ings are stone and tile and things 
look as though they are built to last 
a century. 

The streetsweepers were busy in 
Paris, both large ones who came 
down the narrow streets, and the

Along country roads we saw 
strange-looking green buildings 
with small openings in the top, 
obviously not porta-john. One day 
we discovered people putting in 
their recyclables! Are we keeping 
up with them in recycling? 

The cities have public ‘toilettes’ 
which take a couple of francs, and is 
so automatic that it is completely 
washed after every use before the 
next person goes i: No moie open 
‘street toilettes’ that existed years 
ago. And speaking of ‘toilettes,’ 
they are much n.ore conservative in 
their water use than ours. Nowhere, 
either in city or country, did we find 
any that required the amount of 
water that we use to flush. 

All of the world must have been 
vacationing in France during their 
spring breaks or holidays as the 
British call it. It was necessary to 
stand in line for almost two hours to 
get into the Louvre, but well worth 
it for our grandson's first visit. 

Some American visitors still 
believe that the French do not care 
for Americans, but we have found 
some wonderful people there who 
have gone out of their way to help 
us. With may of them, their English 
is as fractured as our French, but if 
we try their language, they will try 
ours. Much communication can 
result with few words and a most 
enjoyable time can be had in restau- 
rants and shops. 

In spite of cool weather, even on 
the Mediterranean at Nice and 
Cannes, we had a wonderful tip 
and hope that our grandson, Peter 
Smith, whose 16th birthday present 
was this trip to France, also enjoyed 
it as much as we did.

ties include playing on railroad 
tracks or swimming or fishing from 


ity can quickly turn summer fun 
into summer tragedy. 

Each year, hundreds of people 
are injured or killed as a result of 
dangerous activity on or near 
tracks. Preliminary 1997 statistics 
for Michigan show seven deaths 
and 14 injuries. Over half of these 
injuries and deaths involve individ- 
uals under 21 years of age. 

These are the result of people 
walking down railroad tracks, fish- 
ing or swimming from railroad 
bridges and playing on railroad 
property. They are totally avoid- 
able. 

Walking along the tracks is dan- 

gerous and illegal. Many individu- 
als, particularly children, do not 
understand the danger associated 
with activity on the tracks. 
” Trains cannot stop quickly. You 
cannot accurately judge the dis- 
tance and speed of an oncoming 
train. A train can appear on any 
track at any time, and quieter tech- 
nology makes it more likely that 
you might not hear the approach of 
a train. 

In addition, railroad tracks and 
are private property. 
Trespassers can face jail for up to 
30 days and/or fines up to $100.

On this Memorial Day we will 
gather again, as we do faithfully 
every year, to pay tribute to our 
country’s men and women who fell 
in the line of duty -- citizens of this 
nation who gave their lives to pre- 
serve the liberties upon which 
America was founded, and which 
we have carried forward for more 
than 200 years.

You may catch your own trout in the 
“fish out” pond for 35 cents an inch. 
Admission is $1 for adults and 50 
cents per child, five years and under 
are free. Season passes are available 
this year at $15 per family, $10 per 
couple and $5 for senior citizens. 

The fish Hatchery has 11 raceways 
stocked with thousands of Brook, 
Brown, and Rainbow trout. The 
raceways are on the East Branch of the 
AuSable River. 


The hatchery is located on North 
Down River Road, just off I-75 at the 
North Down River Road Exit. 

The Grayling Fish Hatchery was 
Started in 1916 by the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery Club formed by Rasmus 
Hanson. This group was a pioneer in 
recognizing the need to supplement 


natural trout reproduction in our 
streams. 


The original intent was to save the 
now extent Grayling fish, whose 
demise is linked to regional logging 
and over fishing. When this effort 
failed, the hatchery turned to planting 
Brook and Brown Trout in the AuSable 
River System. These plantings had an 
immense impacton subsequent fishing 
and tourism developments in Northern 
Michigan. 

In 1926, the Hatchery was sold to 
the State of Michigan. In the late 1960's 
it was shut down and reopened in 
1983,when local citizens took over 
it’s management.

“J was passing through Columbia, Ohio, 
some years ago, and stopped to eat in the 
depot restaurant. My attention was called 
to a slice of watermelon, and I ordered it 
and ate it. I was so pleased with the melon 
that I asked the waiter to dry some of the 
seeds that I. might take them home and 
plant them in my garden.” 

“That night a thought came into my 
mind - | would use the watermelon as an 
illustration. So, the next morning, when I 
reached Chicago, I had enough seeds 
weighed to find out that it would take 
about 5,000 watermelon seeds to weigh a 
pound, and! estimated that the watermelon 
weighed about forty pounds.

Organ donor registry is to expand 


With more than 2.400 Michigan 
residents waiting for an organ 
donation, Secretary of State Candice 
S. Miller announced that her office 
will direct a program to expand the 
Gift of Life Organ Donor Registry. 

“The Secretary of State’s office has 
a strong tradition of promoting 
awareness about organ and tissue 
donation. however. Michigan's rate 
of organ and tissue recovery ranks 
near the bottom of the 50 states,” 
Secretary Miller said. “The time has 
come for us to go beyond promoting 
awareness. We must go out of our way 
to encourage participation in the organ 
donor registry.” 

Joining her for the announcement 
were Tom Beyersdorf, executive 
director of the Gift of Life Agency of 
Michigan; Sen. Dale Shugars (R- 
Portage), chairman of the Senate health 
Policy and Senior Citizens Committee,

Under the program, the Secretary of 
State's office will send postage paid, 
self addressed organ donor postcards 
to residents applying for a driver 
license or state identification card. The 
postcards will be preprinted with the 
individuals name and address so 
anyone wishing to have their name 
placed on the Gift of Life Registry 
simply signs the card and sends it to a 
central depository in Lansing. There, 
it will be optically scanned and 
transferred to the Gift of Life Registry, 
reducing the work and time needed to 
process the data. 

In making the announcement, 
Secretary Miller cited that for more 
than 20 years, the Secretary of State’s 
office has supported organ donation 
by providing information with driver 
licenses and state identification cards 
as well as in branch offices. 

With the introduction of the new 
Michigan driver license system, it will 
be even easier for Michigan residents 
to designate their organ donor wishes. 
Instead of using an organ donor label, 
residents will simply write their wishes 


in the designated space on the back of 
their new drivers license or state Ip 
card. 

Secretary Miller added that the neeq 
for organ donors cannot be 
underestimated. According to the Gift 
of Life, 152 Michigan residents dieq 
in 1997 while waiting for a suitable 
organ donor to be found. 

This year more than 2,400 People in 
Michigan are waiting for a transplant, 
Michigan is 20 percent below the 
national average for organ donation, 
ranking a discouraging 45th out of 50 
states. 

“With this new pilot program, it js 
our hope that everyone will take the 
message of organ donation to heart,” 
Secretary Miller concluded. 

The GiftofLife Agency of Michigan 
is the state’s only certified, full-service 
organ recovery organization. The 
agency acts as an intermediary to 
provide educational resources about 
organ and tissue donation for donors, 
recipients, physicians and hospital 
staff. ;

Driver Education is a whole new world

This summer, 80-100 local kids 
will be participating in driver educa- 
tion through the Crawford AuSable 
School District. 

On April 1, 1997, the requirements 
for receiving a Michigan Driver’s 
License created a longer period 
between driver training and becom- 
ing fully licensed. 

“The new driver education require- 
ments put more responsibility on the 
parents,” said Howard Lehti, one of 
four instructors in the district and 
owner of: Crawford County’s only 
private driving school. 


panied by a licensed parent or legal 
guardian or, with the permission of 
the above, any licensed driver 21 
years or older. 


To apply for a provisional level 2, 
or intermediate license, the student 
must be at least 16 years old, possess 
a level 1, or learner’s license, for at 
least six months and successfully 
complete segment 2 of a state 
approved driver education course. 


Also required for level 2 is that the 
student has not incurred a moving 
violation resulting in a conviction or 
civil infraction determination or 
been involved with an accident for

There are three provisional levels 
students must attain before being 
granted full driving privileges. 


First, a student must be 14 years 
and 9 months old and have written 
approval of a parent or legal 
guardian to apply for the level 1 
license. Also, completion of seg- 
ment 1 of a state approved driver 
education course and passing vision 
and health standards prescribed by 

_ the Sécretary of Staté is required. | 


Driving privileges that come with a 
provisional ‘level 1 driver’s license 
are limited to driving while accom- 


Accidents -- 


In the time it takes you to read this 
short article, 30: people will have 
crashed their cars. The statistics are 
frightening, but the reasons for driving 
carefully and preparing in case of an 
accident are compelling. Here are 
some tips designed to save you time, 
money, frustration and possibly your 
life. . 

¢ Always carry your insurance card 
and vehicle registration in your car. 

Not only can it save you time, but it 
may save you the cost of a citation 
latér down the road. Saved? Up to 
$250 and a court appearance. 

* Review your insurance coverage. 
Will it pay for a rental car if yours has 
been banged up in an accident? Foran 
average of one to two dollars a month, 
your insurance company will pay for 
your rental car while yours is being 
repaired. This coverage could pay off 
quickly because a damaged car is in 
the shop for an average of 12 days. 
Saved? Almost $400. 

* Carry a tire iron, jack, spare tire 
and jumper cables - AND KNOW 
HOW TO USE THEM! Trying to use 
these during duress is difficult and can 
be nearly impossible in the dark. 
Saved? A tow bill and at least an hour 
of time. 

* Keep a medical card with you if 
you have allergies to any medicine, or 
you have a condition that requires 
special attention. Remember in an 
accident you may not be conscious to 


which the official police report indi- 
cates a moving violation on the part 
of the student during the 90-day 
period immediately preceding appli- 
cation. 


In addition, level 2 applicants must 
have accumulated and logged a min- 
imum of 50 hours of behind-the- 
wheel driving experience, 10 hours 
of which was night driving, while 
accompanied by a parent or 


Upon completion of all of these 
level 2 requirements, the student is 
legally able to drive alone, except 
between 12-midnight and 5 a.m. 
During these hours, the student must 
be accompanied by a parent or legal 
guardian, or a licensed driver over 
the age of 21 designated by the par- 
ent or legal guardian. The only 
exception to this rule is when the 
student is going to or from work. 


Finally, to apply for a provisional 
level 3 license, a student must be at 
least 17 years old, driven at level 2 
for at least six months and complet- 
ed 12 consecutive months without a 
moving violation, an accident in 
which a moving violation resulted, 
suspension, or restricted period vio- 
lation during the time a level 2 
license was issued. 


The level 3 license gives the stu- 
dent full driving privileges. 

During classroom instruction, stu- 
dents will learn such things as the

Students will be expected to be on 
their best behavior, especially dur- 
because dri- 
ving is a privilege, not a right, and 
must be taken seriously. 


“There are some students who may 
be good behind the wheel, but their 
behavior is too immature to grant 
them driving privileges,” comment- 
ed Lehti, who has been a driver edu- 
cation instructor since 1972. 


The most common reasons students _ 


fail in driver education are poor 
classroom work, poor manipulative 
skills while handling the car and 
poor citizenship, in and out of the 
car. 

The Crawford AuSable School 
District uses dual-brake equipped 
cars in the program, as required by 
the state, and leases them from 
Grayling Ford. Students will learn 
to drive in either a Mercury 
Mystique or a Ford Contour and will 
be expected to treat the vehicles 
with the utmost care and respect.

Q. What causes swimmers itch and 
how can we avoid it? 

A. Swimmers itch is a popular name 
for a condition known medically as 
schistosome cercaria dermatitis. 
Although it seems like a common 
problem, only one percent of less of 
Michigan lakes are affected. 
Unfortunately, these lakes are the ones 
most frequently used for swimming 
and other recreational purposes. 

Swimmers itch is caused by the tiny 
larva of the adult blood fluke. This 
little creature, which develops inside a 
snail, swims or drifts through the water 
looking for a suitable duck or water 
animal to penetrate. Unfortunately 
humans, who happen to. be enjoying 
the water, may also be entered by this 
tiny parasite. Since the human body is 
nota suitable host, once inside the skin 
the organism dies. however, the body’s 
reaction toa foreign organism causes 
severe itching at each entry point. 

Several hours after penetration, one 
or more raised red spots appear on the 
skin. These red spots may be on the 
legs, back or chest, or whatever body 
parts that were in the infested water. 
The itching and size of the spots 
increases and may be~ most 
uncomfortable on the second , third 
and fourth days after exposure. 
Usually, most symptoms have 
disappeared in a week although small

What causes swimmers itch 


red dots may remain for some time. 

To decrease the incidence of 
swimmers itch, some local lakes are 
treated each year in early summer. 
however, it’simpossible to completely 
eradicate the problem. If you and your 
family rub yourselves briskly with a 
towel or shower immediately when 
leaving the water, it will help you 
avoid contracting this uncomfortable 
condition. Avoid letting water simply 
evaporate from the skin, which 
enhances penetration by the parasite. 
If infection occurs, there is little that 
can be done to treat it. baking soda 
baths, calamine lotion, anti-histamine 
products, hydro-cortisone oranesthetic 
type products may provide some relief 
from the itching. Ask you pharmacists 
or physician for suggestions. 

Usually by the end of July or first 

part of August, snails carrying the 
swimmers itch culprit will have died, 
putting an end to the problem for 
another summer.

Summer work being done on northern Michigan roads 


Many Michigan roads and 
bridges are undergoing major con- 
struction projects this summer, with 
the state’s largest ever construction 
program in effect in 1998. 

Three such road improvement 
projects that are presently going on 
involve: the Mackinaw Bridge, the 
Sault Ste. Marie International 
Bridge and US-31 east of Traverse 
City. 


Mackinaw Bridge 

The third and final phase of 

improvements to the Mackinaw 
. Bridge road surface is currently fin- 
ishing up. 

This phase involved the removal 
and replacement of grated roadway. 
Five sections of the 40 year old 
Mackinaw Bridge were replaced. 


Vehicles between 10 and 14 feet 
in width were restricted to early 
morning crossings during the con- 
struction, and vehicles over 14 feet 
wide were not able to cross at all. 

The bridge reopened on May, 15, 
and oversized loads were once 
again able to cross on Monday, May 
18. 


“We've worked hard to keep 
motorists informed of the progress 
on this project,” said State 
Transportation Director Jim 
DeSana. “The Mackinaw Bridge is 
such a critical link for our tourism 
and economy that we’re as eager as 
motorists to have this very impor- 
tant construction project complete.” 


The project began on April 13, 
1998 and was expected to finish on 
May 22. Utilizing the good weather 
Mackinaw Bridge Authority (MBA) 
employees finished a week ahead of 
schedule.

Bridge early was our goal for the 
motoring public,” said Hank 
Lotoszinski, MBA Executive 
Secretary. “The efforts our employ- 
ees put forth and days without rain

The “Mighty Mac” is the longest 
suspension bridge in North America 
at five miles. The bridge expects its 
100 millionth vehicle to cross this 
summer. 


US-31 near Traverse City 

The Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) _ began 
widening a half mile section of US- 
31/ M-72 east of Traverse City on 
Tuesday, May 12. 


“Northwest Michigan will see a 
lot of activity this construction sea- 
son as MDOT focuses on attacking 
the worst roads first while imple- 
menting a mix of fixes that will sig- 
nificantly improve Michigan’s 
roads and bridges statewide,” said 
DeSana. “Our highest priority is to 
preserve and maintain our current 
system of roads, highways and 
bridges. That’s why we’ve dedicat- 
ed the vast majority of our budget to 
road preservation projects. At the 
same time, we realize there is room 
for modest expansion of the sys- 
tem.” 


The improvements to US-31/ M- 
72 will include widening one half 
mile of road from State Park to Four 
Mile, making the four lanes into 
five.

Your SOCIAL SECURITY 


from Charles Tinsley, Social Security Representative 
Who can get survivors benefits 


There’s a current TV ad for life 
insurance benefits that features an 
elderly lady describing her deceased 
husband’s Social Security survivors 
benefits as alumpsum death payment, 
“It’s only $255, — not enough to bury 
him with.” 

But, Social Security’s survivors 
benefits are more than a lump sum 
payment to your surviving spouse. It 


’ can amount to hundreds of thousands 


of dollars in some cases to your entire 
family, including minor children, ex- 
spouses, and dependent parents. 

If you should die, Social Security 
benefits can be paid to: 

Widow or widower - Your surviving 
spouse may receive full benefits atage 
65 or older or reduced benefits as early 
as age 60. If she or he becomes 
disabled, benefits may start as early as 
age 50. 

If you leave dependent children in 
the care of your surviving spouse he/ 
she may receive benefits at any age 
until the youngest child reaches age 
16, oras long asachild who is disabled 
before age 22 remains disabled. 

You should also note that if you are 
survived by a divorced spouse, she/he 
may qualify for a survivors benefit on 
the same conditions as if you were still 

married if the marriage lasted 10 years. 
The surviving divorced widow’s 
benefits will not affect a current 
window’s benefits.

Children - Your unmarried children 
under age 18 — or up to age 19 if they 
are still in high school full time — may 
receive benefits. Your child can get 
benefits at any age if he or she was 
disabled before age 22 and remains 
disabled. 

Benefits may also be paid to your 
stepchildren, adopted children, or 
grandchildren under certain 
circumstances. 

Dependent Parents - If you are 
paying more than one half the support 
for your parents, they may also qualify 
for benefits when you die if they are 
age 62 or older. 

How much your family can get from 
Social Security depends on your 
average lifetime earnings. In general, 
the higher your earnings, the higher 
their benefits will be. 

At present, the average benefit 
payable to a widow/widower with two 
children is $1,522 a month. Note that 
these survivors benefits are payable 
on the earnings of either worker in the 
family. , 

For planning purposes, you should 
get an estimate of the Social Security 
survivors benefits that could be paid to 
your family by calling Social 
Security’s toll-free number, 1-800- 
772-1213, and asking for a “Personal 
Earnings and Benefit Estimate 
Statement.” There’s nocharge for this 
service.

Helen “‘Sonie” V. Masson, 73, passed 
away May 15, 1998 in Grayling. 

She was born Nov. 2, 1924 in New

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Unwed parents gethelp from new program

LANSING — Gov. John Engler is 
increasing efforts to help unwed 
parents take responsibility for their 
children with anew statewide program. 


Using federal matching grant 
program for state welfare reform 
‘initiatives, the administration created 
a two-part program to supplement its 
existing welfare-to-work program, 
Work First. 


The federal grant is a two-for-one 
match in which the U.S. government 
will pay $42 million with the state 
matching $21 million over the next 
two years. 


Michigan will use the grant to fund 
activities at local Workforce 
Development boards and its newly 
created “Parental Responsibility 
Initiative.” 


The first initiative will use half of 
the money to fund local Workforce 
Development boards for activities 
permissible under the federal welfare- 
to-work law. That includes subsidized 
placement in the public and private 
sector, vocational education and job 
search assistance. 


The other half of the money will 
fund “The Parental Responsibility 
Initiative,” which will help 
unemployed non-custodial parents find 
work when the parent with custody is 
on welfare. 


Its goal is to help non-custodial 
parents pay overdue child support. 

The Family Independence Agency 
and Michigan courts are working on 
the details right now, said Jim Tobin, 
director of public affairs for the 
Michigan Jobs Commission in 
Lansing. The estimated starting date 
is June 1. 


The initiative will assign non- 
custodial parents to the  state’s 
welfare-to-work program, Work First. 
It will help people develop resumes, 
provides job referrals, enroll in job 
clubs and offer other services. 


Tobin said the program was tested 
in Kent County and found to benefit 
children in two ways: 1. it found the 
parentajobor 2. itfound some parents 
were earning unreported income. 

According to the Michigan League 
of Human Services, one of the main 
obstacles to assuring child support is 
paid is establishing paternity.

In 1996, there were 87 births to 
unwed parents in Mercy Hospital, 
Grayling, according to an Unwed 
Births and Paternities Report by the 
Family Independence Agency. 
Paternity wasn’t established in about 
35 percent of those births. 


“Establishing paternity is a bigger 
problem than unwed mothers,” said 
Jane Zehnder-Merrell, project 
coordinator of MLHS. 


Zehnder-Merrell said Engler is 
putting pressure on hospitals to get the 
name of the father on the birth 
certificate so the mother has 
somewhcre to turn if necessary. 
“Establishing paternity later on is 
difficult,” she said. 


In Crawford County, there were 67 
court cases dealing with $307,877 in 
unpaid child support, according to the 
FIA report. 


That amount exceeds surrounding 
counties by as much as $200,000. 
Roscommon County follows Crawford 
with $285,412 in unpaid child support, 
and Oscoda County has $120,229. 
Kalkaska County is the lowest in the 


area with justunder $100,000 in unpaid 


support payments.

What to do if a tornado comes 


by Linda DeMarchis, M.A., 
Health Educator 


Q. After watching recent TV news 


reports on violent weather, I became . 


concerned about tornados. What 
should we do if one approaches? 

A. When it comes to tornados, your 
immediate action can mean the 
difference between safety and injury 
or even life and death. The following 
suggestions are those of the American 
Red Cross entitled “Tornado Safety 
Rules.” : 

* Inoffice buildings go toan interior 


hallways on a lower floor or in the 


basement. 
* In factories post a lookout if a 
warning is received. The factory 


- should have made advance plans for 


employees to move quickly to the 
section of the building that offers the 
greatest protection. 

¢ In homes, small buildings and 
vehicles - go to the basement or to an 
interior part of the house on the lowest 
level, preferably a closet, bathroom or 
interior hall. Get under something 
sturdy and stay away from windows. 
If in a mobile home (which may 
overturn) or vehicle, leave and go toa 
substantial structure such as a 
community building. If driving, 
leaving the vehicle and lie flat in the 
nearest ditch, ravine or culvert, and 


shield your head with your arms. Do 
not try to outrun a tornado with your 
vehicle. 

_ © In schools - go to an interior 
hallway in the lowest floor. Avoid 
large rooms with wide free span roofs 
such as auditoriums and gymnasiums. 


If the building is not of reinforced 


construction, go to a nearby building 
that is or else move quickly to an open 
ditch and lie flat. 

As a general rule - inside shelter in 
a tornado cellar, underground 
excavation or steel framed or 
reinforced concrete building is the best 
protection from tornadoes. Stay away 
from windows, Keep in mind that the 
term “tornado watch” means tornados 
are expected to develop while “tornado 
warning” means a tornado has actually 
been sighted in the area.

House approves Olympic 
Scholarship amendment 


Officials from Northern Michigan’ 
University and the U.S. Olympic 
Training Center in Marquette 
expressed their pleasure recently at. 
the news that the U.S. House has 
reinstated a program to provide college 
scholarships for Olympic athletes. 

The program was included as an 
amendment by Rep. Bart Stupak (D- 
Menominee) to H.R. 6, Higher 
Education Re-authorization, which 
was approved by the House last week. 

In addition tore-authorizing student 
loans, Pell grants and other student 
financial aid programs, H.R. 6 with 
the Stupak amendment also authorizes 
$5 million of each of the five fiscal 
years for scholarships for Olympic 
athletes while they train. 

“Olympic athletes make tremendous 
sacrifices to represent our nation 
against the world’s best athletes, but 
they should not have to forfeit their 
education,” said Jeff Kleinschmidt, 


director, United States Olympic 
Education Center. 

Although college athletes regularly 
receive scholarships to represent their 
schools in athletics, Olympic athletes 
representing the United States don’t 
have this same opportunity, 
Kleinschmidt said. 

“Many Olympic-aspiring athletes 
spend thousands of dollars annually 
on training, equipment and travel,” he 
said. “The time commitment and 
expense of Olympic training has made 
it nearly impossible for many young 
athletes to continue their education 
while also training full-time to proudly 
representall American sat the Olympic 
Games.” 

Dr. Judith Bailey, president of 
NMU, saw the House action as an 
important step to make Northern — 
the only university that allows Oiympic 
athletes to train and study at the same 
time — more attractive to Olymic- 


bound athletes. 

“Athletes have told me Northern 
allows them the opportunity forastable 
and promising future,” Bailey said. 

Both officials praised Stupak’s 
efforts on the floor of the House to get 
the amendment included in the 
education bill. 

“Olympic athletes aren’t looking for 

a handout,” Stupak said. “On the 
contrary, young Olympians personify 
personal dedication and commitment 
to best in the world in some field of 
endeavor. 
- “This unique pairing of facilities, 
with the United States Olympic 
Education Center located on the 
campus of Northern Michigan 
University, enables student athletes to 
work toward these goals.. The 
scholarship program is an essential 
ingredient in allowing many of these 
potential Olympians to both train and 
learn.”
